The late ng Hum-
vert of Italy was more heavily in-
sured than any monarch since that
day. No less than $6,000,000 was paid
over to Queen Margherita. Ssarcely
a single English insurance company
was without some interest in the Duke
of Edinbureh’s life, and now the huge
sum of $1,500,000 will have to cowme
out of the coffers of these socleties.
The P'rince of Wales' policies awnount
to §3.000,000, while the Czar of Rus-
sia is insured for §2,000,000. One mill-
jon dollars Is at stake on the life of
Prince Henry of Prussia; £1,500,000
upon that of the Baron de Rothschild,
of London. Queen Victoria, as might
